The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Usui et al teaches use of a conductive liquid to electrically test for cracks in 
ceramic material. However, testing of ceramic substrates does not suggest testing of 
the particularly claimed gas sensor of Applicant's claim 1. 

Smith et al teach testing for breaches in insulation in "wires or cables" (col. 1 , line 
21 ). However, Smith does not employ a conductive solution, does not teach testing of 
the particularly claimed gas sensor of Applicant's claim 1 , and does not measure current 

As to claim 1 , note was made of the combination of the steps ("immersing ... in a 
conductive... solution" (lines 9-10), maintaining the reference electrode "into non-contact 
condition" (lines 11-12), use of application of voltage and "measure of current (line 14)) 
to inspect insulation of the particularly claimed gas sensor.
